The leaft fubmiffion that's ex- 
pected fromchem, fets them immediately in a flame, and makes 
them Mutimy ; and they imagine, you detign to ferter their Reafin 
with jaith, fince it propofes Objetts for them to belicve, and not 
to know and examine, 

Thus Philcfopby, where every thing is judged tothe urmoft fe- 
verity by Reafow, and where it is alledged as an uncontroulable 
Sowraign Vipire, dces by no means prepare a Man’ Spirit tor Reli- 
gion, Which requires Obedience, and Self-refignaiion trom him. 

Wich thete difpofttions, and in this pofture it would be a difficule 
matter to Reconcile ones felf to Religion, did not Keafon it felf 
Didfateto ws, That fhe ought to fubmit when Ged condefcends to 
fpeak to her, and tothrow away all her feeble Arzuments at the 
firit appearance of Revelation. By confequence, this haughty, 
imperious Lady, that is fo often Mortifted even in the Study of 
Plalofophyy where She meets with fomany impenetrable /MySeries, 
and where the firft traces of Nature fo often efcape her weak- 
fighted Eyes, may be advantageoufly employ d in the Confir-:

Sace the declenfion of the Roman Empire,there was never erhaps 

any Monarch Treated withfo much grofs and fulfome Platters 
asthe prefent French has been efpecially, by the Mem- 
bers of the Society, The Infcriptions in feveral Medals and Sta- 
tues lately made in France, as they contained fome of the moft no- 
torious Falfhoods in the World, which we have not time hereto 
inift upon, fo they border'd fo nearly upon Paganifm, that abun- 
dance of well-meaning People have been Scandalized by them. In 
particular, acertain French nee in Holland, has taken notice of 
five Words, in an Infcription. Compofed by Father Meneftrier, by 
which he imagines, the Publick is offended ; and they arc. That of 
Temple; That of Divinity; That of Pious ; That of Dezoted; 


And Laftly, That of Publick Vows: i 
teuds here to juttifie, all which, our Author 
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Asto the Pather Menefirier neyer made ule of the Word 
Temple in his Jufcription, but only that of Monument, although i: 
is certain, that he might have ufed it without impicty, and that 
he has accordingly detended the innocence of it, as well as thor 
of aumen, in two Letters, which his Accuter has not been able to 
Anfwer. So that there now remain only the Three walt for him 
to jultifie. 

As for what concerns the Word Piows, he juftifics it by feveral 
Tnfcriptions and Medals where Cities have ufed their in- 
violable fidelity co their Prince: for Piety is aMirive which has not 
only God for its Objeéf, but even our Parents, our ¢ ountry, and our 
Soveraign ; nor is it only Atcributed .o Children tharobey, honour, 
and afhlt their Fathers; but even to Pelicans, to Storks, and other 


Animals, that feem totake a particular care in the confervation 


of their Young ones, 

The Word Devota in our Author's Opinion carrics no more 
harm with it, than the preceding one, Ironly fignifies, A perfon 
deeply engaged in the Interefts of another, and devoted to bus fervices 
And in thisfenfe, it is frequently employed in the Codes, and other 
Monuments. “Che weight of fo many Testimonies he fuppofes may 
well out-weigh the fingle Authority of his Adverfary And Lafily, 
as for the Words Vota Publica, Publick Vows, be endeavours 
to fhew, That itis no lefs Ignorance, than Prefumption to pretend 
Thatthey area fort of Jdolatry, for as much as they continued 
ftillto be ufed under the Chriftian Emperours, when Chrijtianity came 
to be the Effablifbed Religion of the Roman Empire, and chat it was 
Ordained by Arcadius and Honorius, That the accuftomed ceremo- 
nies and rejoycings fhould be kept up, and thofe only retrenched, 
that hada tin@ture of Pazanifm, Crycs and Acclamations that 
are made at Solemn Ajemblies , as alfo, fuchas are made at the En-

The Firftis that of his Oficesy compofed tor the infruction of 
his Clergy, whom he confidered as the pureft and mott precious 
partof his Flock. ’ Tis true, he has followed Cicero's Method,but 
then he has not borrowed fo many Thoughts out of him, as Cicero 
before him, did of Panetius ; and this the Learned Editors have 
fully demonttrated, by fetting down at the bottom of the Muar- 
gin all thofe Paflages out of ‘Tully, which St, Ambrofe had in his 
view andimitated. At the fame time it isevident, That our 
celebrated Bifhops defign in this Book, was to deftroy the fale 
Maxims of the Pagan Religion, to neglect all ornaments of E/o- 
quence, Which Protane Orators Employ with fo much oftentati- 
on, He ruines the Principles of Cicero upon the Subje& of Ven- 
ceance, Ambition, and thedefire of making ones Name Jmmortal. 
He folidly Eftablithes the Obligation that Men lie under to direct 
all their Actions to the Dizine Glory, to defpife Riches, to pardon 
Injuries, to lovetheir Enemies, to mortifie their Paffions, and in 
fine, to do nothing which does not in fome meafure condu& them 
tothe Happinels of Everlafting Life. 

The Book about Virgins is Compofed of feveral Sermons, which 
St. Ambrofe delivered trom the Pulpit with fo much vehemence, 
that the Fame of them reached as far as Rome and Carthage. The 
Young Womenthat heard them, were fo mightily affected atthem, 
that their Mothers had no other way to hinder them from 
Confecrating themfelves to God, and Renouncing Marriage, but 
by {tri@ly forbidding them to hear our Prelate. The Holy Vir- 
gins that could norbe prefent at hisSermons, defired him to com- 
municate them in Writing; which he did, in the Third Ycar of 
his Elewtion to the Epifcopal Dignity, and in the year of our Lord,

began to look out for a fecond Husband. — St. Ambrofe having re- 
ceived information of it, Afcended the Pulpit, and Preached up 
che happinets of Widdow boot, in fuch forcible and powerful 
trains that the Wid low was lentily touched, and laid atide her 
defign of Marrying again. The Book concerning Widdows was 
compiled cut of this Sermon, and though the © euturiators have 
endeavoured to make it pals for a Spurious Lreatie, becaule i 
clearly contains the Doétrinesof the Lvecution of Saints, yet, the 
Benediine Fathers are pleated tofay, That we may doubt, Whe- 
ther any ook tharever appeared in the World, be genutne of 
no, if we may be allowed to queftion this, 

Altho the Treatife de lapfu Virginis Confecrata’ , docs not belong 
:0 St. Ambrofe, yet they have given ita place amongft his Works, 
becaufe it appears to have been written by an Author full as anti- 
enc as him, and befides it contains abundance of things relating 
to the antient Difcipline, and Publick Pennance, to undergo 
which, the Author Vigoroully perfwades a certain Virgin, who 
had fallen from the Perfection of her State. 

St. Ambrofe took no lefs care of the Catechumens, than of the 
Virgins, as it appears by his Treatife of MySleries, which he pur- 
pofely compofed to Explain the Ceremonies of the Sacrament of Bap- 
tifm, Confirmation and the Euchariftto them. Some Perfons pers 
haps will be apt to imagin that this JnSrudtion ought to be given 
to them before their Baptifm, butthe Beaedidtine Fathers lay down 
the Reafons why the Bifhozs of the firft Age followed a different con- 
dudty and Anfwer all the Arguments, which fome Proteftants have 
advanced to call the genuineneJs of this Book into queftion, | 

It isa certain Truth that St. Ambrofe conftantly combated all the 
Herefies that arofe in his time ; however we may fay that he pat 
ticularly applied himfelf to oppofe the Progrefs of the Arrias 
Infection, which had made great ravage in his Diocefe under the 
P ontificate OL Auxentius his Predecefor. To preferve the Emperout 
Gratian from the Mortal Poifon of this Herefy, that was fpread all 
over the Eajf, where that Prince was going to make War, hecom 
pofed his two Pooks de Fide,:in which he proves the Divinity 0 
the Son of God. The Emperour at his Return defired him to prove 
the Divinity of the Holy Ghoft, which this Prelate performed in 
three Books more ; from whence the Doéfors of the following Cer- 
turies have ever {ince drawn Invincible Arms againft all the Seéfs of 
Arnanifn, The occafion of his Writing de Jncarnationés Dominice 
Secramento, has fomething very Remarkable in it. Two Gentlemen 
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of the Bed Chamber belonging to the Emperour had fallen into the 
Arrian Evroury and happen’d one day in St. Ambrofe's Company to 
raife fome Objedtions againlt the Incarnation of the Son of God, which 
the Bishop promifed to Anfrerin the Sermon he was to Preachthe 
next morning. Butcthetwo Gentl:men, inttead of going to hear 
© the Sermon, wentto take a /Valk out of Town, where they mifera- 
bly Perifhed. St. Ambrofe Preached as he had jromifed them, and 
atterwards modeled his Sermon into a Book; upon which the Bene- 
diétineFathers have made curious Obfervations concerning theErrours

Sifter Marcellina. Seven days attcr this, he made tie accuflom’d 
Prayers at his Tob, and there Reprated a Pifcourfe, out of which 
the Book concerning the Belief of a Refurrection, was atterwards 
Compofed, The fecond Funeral Oration was for the Emperour Malenti- 
nian, unhappily Ajaffinated by Argobaflas’s Orders, in the Flower of 
his youth, before he had received Baptifm, which he earneftly de- 
fired. Uhecthird was that which was delivered by St Ambrofe in 
the midit of the Funeral Pomp tor Theodofius the Great, before the 
Body was brought to Conftantinople, and may terve asa perfect Mo- 
del of a Chriflzan Panegyric to thofe Preachers that are to appear 
upon fuch occafions. That fordid naufeous Flattery , which too 
often debafes and Difhonours the Miniftry of the Gofpel, is vanithed 
from hence, 

The Appendizto this fecond Volume contains two forts of p'eces, 
viz. Thofe that in che preceding Editions had paffed for the genu- 
ine Works of St, Ambrofe, fome others that had found room in 
the Roman Edition, although they were acknowledged to belong 
to another Author, Ever fince the gth Century the Commentary 
upon the Epijfles of St. Paul bad been conftantly Attributed to our 
great Bifbopof Milan, Erafmus and Turrianus were the firft who 
doubted whether it were his, or no ; and from that time all the 
Learned have owned it to be Written by another hand.

The 
valt difference which that judiciovs “riter obferved be:ween the 
Manuicript he himfelf made ufe of, and the Editions that have 
appeared of this work, induced him to Imagin that it had been 
never Printed before. | 

All the former Editions contain a great number of Sermons which 
have nothing either of the Spirit or Stileof this Father, and that 
of Rome has admitted a greater number than any other, tho it 
mutt be confefs'd ic has made very confiderable alterations in them, 
to make them unworthy of ‘che ‘Title with which they are 
honoured. The Benedidtine + athers who have examined them 
with a particular application and incredible diligence, find that be- 
fides the three Funeral Ovations already mentioned by us, there are 
only two of them thar really belong to Sc. Ambrofe : Amony{t the 
other peices in the antient Appendix, they haye kept the Commen- 
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tary upon the Apocalypfe, which they have Difcovered to be Written 
by a Relivious of their own Order, who lived in the gth Century, 
and who in the Judement of the Bifhop of Meaux, was a Perton 
of creat Aliluies, They prove that the book of Pennance, which 
chey place inft after, was compofed by Vidtor of Turone, and not 
thinking ic fofficient to have fpoken of all thefe Pieces, they like- 
wife take notice of thofe which were Written by St. Ambrofe, but 
arc now lott. Toallthisthey add three Lives of this Saint, one 
by Paulinus his Deacon and Difciple, which they have review’d upon 
fome antient Manujcripts, another compofed by a Greek, which ne- 
ver appeared in publick before; and the lat collected by them- 
felves outof the Writings of this Prelate.

is nothing comparable to the performance of Mr. Alemand. who 
has here given us a large Account of all the Relipious Communities 
in Jreland together with their Ereefion , Scituation, Buildings, and 
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Supprefion. It is indeed,a very flrange thing to Confider, That 
without ever ftirring a Foot out of France, he fhould be able fo
